Peter the Wild Boy. 

A very dull old monarch was George I, 
and the dullest pages of English history are 
those which give an account of his reign. 
But he had some good likings. He liked 
good music, and began the dynasty of the 
music-loving Georges. Then, too, he liked 
what is odd and curious in nature, and he 
entertained one oddity at his court, which 
will be more likely to interest the young 
reader than the very unprofitable life of 
the King himself, and his quarrels with 
long ago forgotten ministers. 

In the year 1725, a few years before the 
capture of Marcia C. Blanc, a wild girl; 
there was seen in the woods some twenty- 
five miles from Hanover, an object in form 
like a boy, yet running on his hands and

‘The remarkable creature was captured 
and taken to Hanover, by the Superintend- 
ent of the House of Correction at Zell. It 
proved to be a boy evidently about thirteen 
years ef age, yet possessing the habits and 
appetites of a mere animal. He was pre- 
sented to King George, at a state dinner at 
Hanover, and the curiosity of the king be- 
ing greatly excited, he became his patron. 
In about a year after his capture he was 
taken to England, and exhibited to the 
court. While he was in this country he re- 
ceived the name of Peter the Wild Boy, by 
which ever after he was known. 

Maria C. Blanc, after proper training, 
became a lively, brilliant girl, and reiated 
to her friends and patrons the history of 
her early life; but Peter, the Wild Boy, 
seems to have been mentally deficient. 

Dr. Arbuthnot, at whose house he resid- 
ed for a time in his youth, spared no pains 
to teach him to talk, but his efforts met 
with but little success.

About twenty years ago he used to elope, 
and once, I am told, he wandered as far as 
Norfolk; but of late he has been quite 
tame, and either keeps the house or saun- 
ters about the farm.
